To  you  they  are  associated  with 
class  rooms  and  text  books,  but 
when  vacation  rolls  around  Col¬ 
lege  faculty  members  scatter  in 
all  directions,  some  to  study,  some 
to  visit  new  places,  and  others  to 
just  “vacation”.  Several  of  the 
faculty  women  found  unusual 
things  to  do  this  year. 

Miss  Olive  DeLuce  studied  in 
New  York  City,  both  at  Columbia 
University  and  the  Art  Student 
League.  She  did  portrait  painting 
with  Mr.  Kantor.

Provincetown,  Mass.  This  three- 


hundred  year  old  village  marks 
the  spot  where  the  Pilgrims  first 
touched  land  in  America.  The 
small  old  houses  line  two  streets 
that  run  parallel  to  the  sea.  This 
small  cod  fishing  village  is  visited 
each  summer  bv  artists  and  play¬ 
ers. 

Miss  Blanche  Dow  visited  in  the 
French  provinces  of  Canada. 
Much  of  her  time  was  spent  on 
the  Gaspe  Pensinsular  at  the  end 
of  the  Appalachian  mountain 
range.  'Phis  peninsular — on  which 
Cartier  landed  in  1534,  extends 
into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 
The  country  is  distinctly  French. 
The  people  lead  a  simple  life, 
friendly  conversation  being  the 
chief  form  of  recreation.  The  vil¬ 
lagers  are  engaged  almost  entire¬ 
ly  in  fishing. 

Each  village  has  its  Roman 
Catholic  church  which  is  usually 
built  of  stone.  A  shrine  is  located 
at  every  cross  roads. 


Oi.ive  S.  DeLuce  Margaret  Stephenson 
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Miss  Margaret  Stephenson  vis¬ 
ited  the  southwest,  spending  most 
of  her  time  in  Mexico  City,  called 
Me-hi-co  by  the  Mexicans.  “Mex¬ 
ico,”  she  says,  "is  an  interesting 
combination  of  the  old  and  the 
new.”  In  the  village  of  Cholula 
she  saw  a  Catholic  church  stand¬ 
ing  high  above  the  countryside  on 
a  pyramid  built  by  a  pagan  peo¬ 
ple.  A  neon  cross  stood  high  above 
the  church. 

In  the  heart  of  Mexico  City 
may  be  seen  bearfoot  peons  driv¬ 
ing  flocks  of  geese.  "It  is  the  most 
‘foreign’  country  I  have  ever  vis¬ 
ited,”  she  said. .

One  of  the  government  projects 
now  in  development  is  the  Student 
Nursery  Project. 

Under  this  plan  twenty  Stud¬ 
ent  Nursery  Schools  are  being  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  state  of  Missouri 
by  the  Federal  Government.  Of 
these  twenty,  only  one,  which  will 
be  located  at  Maryville,  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  a  State 
Teachers’  College. 

It  will  be  fully  equipped  and 
maintained.  The  staff  will  include 
Mrs.  C.  James  Velie,  teacher,  and 
two  assistants,  Velma  Cass  and 
Amber  Harriman,  and  a  cook  for 
the  children.  Mrs.  Velie,  Miss  Cass 
and  Miss  Harriman  are  now  in 
Kansas  City  attending  a  school 
of  instruction  for  the  project. 

The  Maryville  Nursery  School 
Project  will  be  located  at  the 
Franklin  school  building.  It 
will  be  conducted  from  8  a.  m. 
until  3  p.  m.  each  day.  Children 
will  be  given  their  lunch  and  will 
sleep  in  the  afternoon. 

The  pupils  from  two  to  four 
years  of  age,  will  be  from  homes 
of  the  unemployed.
